It is unfortunate that more com- 
plete data was not kept concerning 
the ancestry of the first animals im- 
ported from Holland. The purity of 
the breeding is unquestioned but the 
fact the matter that in most 
instances no record was kept of the 
ancestors remaining in Holland. This 
brings us up against a solid wall. 
We can go back no further in trac- 
.ing out the pedigrees of American 
bred animals. It thus happens that 
we know nothing concerning the an- 
tecedents of the subject of this sketch. 


The Holstein-Friesian Herd Book 
records the following facts: 33

is what has been accomplished by the 
cow herself and by her descendants. 

The records of Inka were made un- 
der the old Advanced Registry sys- 
tem, and were well authenticated. 
In seven days she produced 20 tb. 2 
oz. of butter. In seven motnhs she 
is credited with 14,046 tb. of milk, 
which record stood for some time as 
the largest ever made. Although 
these records are only ordinary in 
comparison with our present day 
yields, it is no less a fact that Inka 
was an extraordinary producer. Her 
owner, the late Henry Stevens, has 
been quoted as stating unreservedly 
that she practically paid for the 
Brookside Farm.

chemists that one of the chief ele- 
ments of wholesome living is to make 
a pleasure of eating. 


In these conditions one feels like 
drawing a deep breath of relief when 
a noted scientist and sanitarian calls 
a halt to the tendency towards exag- 
geration so common among our 
health officials, and to the unwarrant- 
ed generalizations which they draw 
from laboratory experiments. In an 
article on “The Fallacy of Testing 
Food Materials by Animal Inocula- 
tion,” Prof. W. T. Sedgwick, the fam- 
ous biologist of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, which ap- 
peared in the Journal of the Ameri- 


can Medical Association, there is 
found the following passage: 

As for any bad effects on health of 
the ordinary foodstuffs used from the 
time immemorial by mankind, very 
little was heard until about 1890, and 
a careful investigation will show that 
the evidence of such bad effects ac- 
cumulated since that time is mostly 
inconclusive and unsatisfactory. It 
seems likely that the evolution in the 


human race of the habit of discrim- 


inating among raw foods, and using 
chiefly certain materials, such as cer- 
tain meats, fish, eggs, fruits, nuts, 
ete., while avoiding others, has arisen 
as the result of long and hard ex- 
perience—experience being only an-

other name for long-continued individ- 
ual or racial experimenting. 

Panum (1856), Selmi (1878) and 
afterward Brieger (1890) appear to 
be chiefly responsible for the popu- 
lar belief that “ptomains” are com- 
mon in spoiled foods, but both inp- 
vestigation and experience since their 
day have weakened rather than 
strengthened the idea of dangers of 
such poisoning. In point of fact, the 
whole subject of ptomain  poising 
and of food poisoning in _ general 
stands today in great need of re-ex- 
amination, and until the results of 
this are forthcoming we are justified 
in speaking and writing of either 
with the utmost reserve. When, re- 
membering the enormous quantities 
cf partially decomposed meats, eggs, 
fish, shell-fish, milk, fruits and veget- 
ables eaten every day either raw, 
cooked, or half cooked, not only with- 
out apparent injury, but with posi- 
tive relish and advantage, we think 
at the same time of the infrequency 
of ptomain poisoning proved or even 
alleged—when, for example, we think 
of the immense amounts of ferment- 
ed or partially decomposed milk, but- 
termilk, ice cream, meat, fish, game, 
cheese, sauerkraut, and the like, con- 
stantly consumed without inconven- 
ience of any kind and with positive 
benefit, it is easy to see how extreme- 
ly rare must be the occurrence of 
harmful substances in harmful quan- 
tities, at least during the _ earlier 
stages of decomposition or decay of 
ordinary food materials. 


We all know that pefcetly fresh 
meat is not palatable and probably 
not so digestible, as after some ripen- 
ing. What is this ripening but par- 
tial decay by bacterial action? What 
is butter or cheese but milk decom- 
posed by certain bacteria? What is 
wine but the juice of the grape par- 
tially decomposed by certain yeasts? 
What is bread but flour partly brok- 
en down by yeast? One might. go 
through a long list of foods and relish- 
es in the same way. In fact, some 
of the most important properties of 
foods, the flavors are for the most 
part the result of the decomposing 
action of microorganisms. And the 
baffling part of the matter is that 
these flavors are present in such 
minute quantities and such elusive 
condition that they are scarcely cap- 
able of being caught by chemical 
analysis. 

In these matters, food chemistry 
has accomplished comparatively lit- 
tle, and we are still compelled, in 
judging quality, to fall back largely 
upon our sense of taste and smell. 
In some cases, decomposed food is 
hailed as an intestinal disinfectant 


and promoter of longevity, as Metch-

In a report by Burri, of the Swiss 
Dairy Institute, published in the June 
issue of the Creamery and Milk Plant 
Monthly, the statement occurs that 
“the question might arise if the ef- 
forts in this direction (clean milk) 
should not ‘be limited with respect 
to milk destined for cheese making, 
with due regard to the normal fer- 
mentation produced by microorgan- 
isms.” 

Prof. Sedgwick says: 

The body of the higher animals, 
as every one knows, is not a solid 
mass completely enclosed by the 
skin, but a semi-solid bundle of tis- 
sues tunnelled ky a long and folded 
tube, the alimentary canal or food 
tube. This tube possesses its own 
special walls, expressly adapted for 
preventing raw food and other foreign 
substances from entering the real 
body—which lies between the food 
tube and the skin—until such sub- 
stances have been digested and made 
ready for absorption. Within this 
tube, food, whether raw or cooked, is 

chemically treated until some of its 
components—but only some—are ad- 
mitted into the body proper, the re- 
mainder being held in the tube, mov- 
ed onward and eventually cast out. 





Are not our sanitarians “throwing 
out the child with the bath,” as a 
drastic German saying puts it, when 
they seek to bring all market milk to 
the standard required for infants? 
Would it not be possible to make the 
milk for infants cheaper and bring it 
within the reach of more people if 
the production of ordinary market 
milk were not subjected to so many 
requirements as to increase its cost 
all along the line?

Bain’s suggestion of a 
Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation Loan Bureau is 
such a fool-idea that no one has tak- 
en it seriously? It is true that par- 
ties desirious of securing small loans 
with which to lay the foundations of 
pure-bred herds have written us re- 
garding the prospects of such a move 
being made, but no one has written 
to commend or disparage the idea. 
Why this absolute silence? If it is 
a commendable idea why not some- 
one open his shell and say so? If it 
has the ear marks of paranoisism why 
not so brand it at once? 

The editor of the World is free to 
confess that the suggestion looks 
feasible to him, and not merely 
feasible but a feature which would 
contribute to the extension of the 
breed and the growth of the Asso 
ciation.

the surplus 
these funds have been taken 
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from the active capital of the breed- 
ers and deposited in banks like 
in a burial vault. These 
funds are no longer active, so far as 


corpses 


the breeders are concerned, but dead, 
embalmed and laid away. Why not 
put this capital to work, set it to do- 


ing something for the association? 
There can be no question about 
there being plenty of young men 


who would ‘be glad to lay the founda- 
tions of Holstein-Friesian herds with 
some of this dead surplus; and there 
can be no question, that every herd 
established helps the breed and the 
breeder, say nothing about the act of 
putting a new man on his feet and 
giving him a chance to earn a liv- 
ing and a competency. 

With the fact of a first mortgage 
or a lien on the stock purchased, to- 
gether with the control which the as- 
sociation can exercise over register- 
tration and transfer of such stock, 
there can ‘be no question as to the 
absolute guaranty of safety so far as 
the association funds are concerned. 

It would seem that such a bureau 
would be in the line of the growth 
of the Association and the develop- 
ment of the ‘breed; it would aid young 
breeders, and contribute to a healthy 
increase in the surplus itself. It 
would seem to be in line with good 
business and the spirit and effort of 
the times. If this is not so will 
someone rise right up in meeting and 
tell why? If our attic is full of cob- 
webs we would like to have someone 
point them out to us. The Holstein- 
Friesian World columns are open for 
a discussion of this subject, for or 
against. Come, let us hear from you. 
Why keep this Association surplus 
laid away wrapped in its grave 
cerements?

The growing tendency to place responsibility for ill effects upon the 
fat of cow’s milk rather than on the proteids emphasizes the advisability 
of using Holstein Cows’ Milk for Infant Feeding. 


From Bulletin 56 of the U. S. Public Health Service we quote an article 


on Infant Feeding: 


“As we need no longer be deterred by our fears of the indigestibility 
of cows’ milk proteid, in the absence of excessive quantities of fat, or chang- 
es due to fermentation, undiluted cows’ milk can be given from the begin- 
ning of the first month on, provided its content of fat does not exceed 2 to 


3 per cent, nor the daily quantity 150 cubic centimeter per kilogram of 
body weight.”
